crops might have Drought; wealth to the 
| countries at large. On the taking off sugar 
the protectionist duties the ‘ Continental 
Powers, instead of following in the course 
that reason, dictated, raised still higher their 
bounties as the price of sugar fell in the 
market. As.Great Britain was really atthe 
time: the largest consumer of sugar in the 
world, she had in her own hands, by re- 
fusing to receive this protected sugar, the

placing her own colonies in a proper position 
to carry on her own free trade policy. Her

12th ult., the Lientenant-Governor, referring to. 
‘the progress of the plague in Caloutts, stated 
briefly the facts. “In 1898 the plague began in 
April and culminated in Jone. The highest 
bomber of deaths in a week waa 22, In 1599 it 
bogan in February and subsided in April. The 
highest mortality was 278 in the week ending 
‘th April, In 1900 the epidemic again began 
‘in February, again subsiding in April. The 
highest point reached was 990.deaths in the 
week ending 28rd March, In 1901 it again 
began in February. It has again begun to 
fall in April, he highest point was 1111 
in the week ending 3Uth March. In ench 
of the lsst three yeara there has been a 


{strongly marked epidemic in the six weeks be- 


tween February and April. What bas been 
done to check or prevent this? In 1898 wo, 
bégan with segregation and inoculation. The 
segregation was of adifferent character from 
that nithorto tried, but you remembor tho wild 
stories, the wildur credulities, the. panic and 
exoluy, Next yoar we tried disinfuction. It 
was notably successful. Cuses were few in 
which plague wos found to have recurred in a 
disinfected house. It did not, however, provent 
the spread of plague and in the epidemic of 
19u0, threa times as severe as its predecessor, 
we tried the disinfection of all houses sur- 
rounding the infected house. In the interval 
of quiescence, hotween May ond December 
last the plague officers of Calontts, to whom I 
wish to pay a high tribute for their patience, 
tact and assiduity in their duties, succeeded in 
disinfecting every room im etery bustes in the 


city. It was thus wo faced the epidemic of 1901. 


The two épidemica were identical in intensity. 
Was it duo, to the. disinfestion measures that 
there was no great incroaxe in 19/1? Opinions, 
will, of course, differ, but I hava myself nodoubt 
on thematter. ‘We know the intense value of in- 
dividual disinfection, We have recent evidence 
as to. the value of. wholesale disinfection, as 
to the proapec.s.of the future no man dare 
prophesy, but tna experiences of the pust are 
hopeful. Possibly wholesale disinfection months 
before the cpidemic was not dirootly worth the 
cost, but piople who a year ago were strongly 
obstructive now co-operate with ‘good will, 
which is gratifying to all who have to do 
with thom, ant the next epidemic will be 
more casy to meet. In the Mofnssil the 
spread ‘ot the dixease has been very. grave. 
Vhe only measure'you cin successfully take 
there iz evacuation. Wherever the plaguo hns 
already been people have learnt ity value. 
Villages that have become free have been re- 
infected by the too early return of villagers, 
or by the admission of people from: intected 
villages. Against these dangers people are 
learning to guard themselves,. but the diffi- 
culty of moving and porsuadiug them is im- 
meuso and nothing has struck me more thau 
the rapidity with which the disease spreatis’ in 
the rural areas of the district of Gaya, whicro 
the Collector hua been more snocesaful than 
any other officer in the province im winn- 
ing the co-operation of tho -poople in his 
measures. Gaya piesents a new feature. 
The people have taken evidently to inoculation. 


Wherever they do.so they shall be heartily |. 


encouraged. lts protective power, the period 
for which it protects, is still in much doubt and 
the experiences in ths Punjab and elsewhere 
show that like every other measure we try, it is 
pot a panacea but it does undoubtedly de good, 
It is not to be denied that the prospects for the 
next winter in- the. Mofussi] ure most serious. 
If tho villagers will only help themsalves, the 
remedy isin their own bands. The people of 
the Kumaon hills, to whom plague .ié. fumiliar, 
stop it at once by leaving their houses, So‘can 
tho people of Bengal, ond in many parts they 
huve now found this out.
